Onrions Colneldencss of Wodes of Dross-
Ing with Politicnl Evenis — The Iu-
Hluenes of Frapve on the Fashlovable
Worsd,

Tuste and tashion are liko all other human
and earthly thngs, they do not grow up of
themseives, isolated trom sorronndine elrenm-
stances, but have ther hisworical connectin
with them, and  ther existencs s basod upon
intrinme rensons; Lot us take an example trom
a pncicularly coaractenstic ant important
product of the reiguing mode, as jar ng dress 18
concerned. When the Empress Eagenle, some
ten years aeo, at 4 ball in the Tuleries, tor the
first time wore that interesting ploce of garment
which, under the pame of erinoline, subse
quently conquered the civiioed world, with a
mystorions liet, it was said that this invention
had been Imagined by that clever lady in order
to concedal as much as possible s transitory de-
formwity of the female cex. It may be admitted
that the Inir Empress stood in noed of guca sn
ingenious meehanism, and that 1t was al=a this
intention which prompted her to adopt it: as 1o
1he other lndies who first resolved 1o lollow her
example, there was, perhaps, without their
being conelous of it, some other monve which
Iay deeper and had not that merely personnl
origin,

The inquiry into the lust reasons of o relgning
mode 1 the more interesting and important the
closer the copnection of taste and fashion m
dress and exierior appearance with the develop
ment of the svents and facts of universal history.,

{f we consider only erinoline, we immaodiately
find out—an imporiant point nat to be over-
lookéd—<that 1t is pol at all a4 new specios of
trmnie dress, nn upstart whose pedigree bogins
with the presont day; it is, on the conirary, n
young seton of an old and noble mmily, which
hns nourisbhed throngh seversl genersiions, aond
eoun:a al least two nneestors of whioh it may bo
proud—the Spanisk hoop peiticoat of the seven-
teenth andthe French of the elghteenth centary,
Now there exiets o generally o hinite d dogmna thal
whencver the lemale petticoat begins to swell,
and, what is always simulteneous, wheneyer the
female Lead-dress begins to rse, hmportant ca-
tastrophes in higtory may with certainty be
counted upon. Thus, stter the Spanish hoop
petticoal eame the Thirty Years' War: after the
French, the Revolution,  Algo our erimoline is
prophet of the future, bat what does it prediot ?

As it is universally noknowledeed, France is
&tiil the conntry of ruling modes and fasoious.
There the restored HBourbons alter some feeble
und fraitless niempts to reintroduce the moide
of the apoien regime, were obliged to legitimate
the mode of the baipirve, and on this Lnperinl
coslime [he development and torm of our ae-
tunl dress jg sl de, endent,

The question arade, what position the Empire
would occupy in the world of fashion, The
answer could not be doubiful.  True, Napoleon-
s hind restored the monn-chical power in
France, but nevertheless it considersd itsall’ the
kevstone of the Republic whoge oolitical insli-
tutions and demoeratical ferms it purposely
allowed to be continued., Just io the same
manter Cesar Augustus had graduslly trans.

formed the Roman Republic into Iwmperial
Romwe, Nothing bot the head was changed.

Theretore, also, the French Empire could not
willingly oppose republican taste, and especially
republican modes: on the contrary, it con-
sidcred itsell as their unprover. Thus the some-
what antigue republican dress was prezerved
under the Empure; Lbut degenernting more nnd
more, it finally lost all charscter and physiog-
nomy,

Let us first examine the female dress, The
revolution had the pretension not only to be
antigne republican, but also to appear in s
costumes: and, therelore, when nnoer the Direc-
tory the Reign of Terror hud subzided and love
of life began to revive, at the balls of the Direc-
tors the drst and most celebrated Indies—those
who ruled the fushions—appeared in the anclent
Greek shirtdike tuolea and himation, thrown
over the shoulders hke a clonk, with head-
dresses and sandels of the Roman Empire,  But,
at the veginuing ol the Belormation, ut the tiae
of the Congress of Viennoa, this Greck tumcea,
although still forming the prinoipal part of
female dress, had already lost what formed its
characteriatie beancy—ohe tree flow ot 118 folds,
1t had agpin becone a garment which, without
any folds, tightly molosed the whole body dwn
to the leet, which conld theretore tuke bhut «hort
steps,  This narrow bag had recovered a wiist,
hul 49 high np a8 possible, und below, agmnst
sll our notions of noble dignity, the feet ap-
peared again, The development which took its
starting point from this ungsinly, ridiculons,
and uncomfortable dress, conld not do other-
wise than to impart 1o tae robe greater amplls
tude and length,

Whoover will follow the Jowrnal des Modes

from vear to year, oan exaciy and distinetly
obaeryve this march ol development. The robe
grudually swelle, lays itselt In folds, and falls
down to the teet and over them, terminsting
in afrain. At the close of 1850 it wonla have
been possible to stop this movement, which
had arrived at its extreme limits; but the snme
thing occurred as in the case of Goethe's ap-
prentice in sorcery, who had torgotien his for-
mula and was unable to get rid of the ghosts
he nad evoked, The swelling went on and on
to such au exces=, that vow the erinoline arose
as the ingispensable savior against the burden
of garments, and ng o means of support. This
is its real and veritable genegis, In connection
with this development & the descending
and parrowing of the waldl, the rein-
introduction o1 the corset and stays; but also
that newest and, under all circumstances, very
Juxurions fashion ol many colored and costly
trimmed pefticonts, which by-and-by gained the
appearance nund value of a second upper gar
ment., Belove the erinoline began o sway, bota
in summer sand wnter, white ondersgarments
were generdlly worn, und during dusty and
rainy weatber the robe, together with the under-
garnieats, were tucked up—i custom st which
nobody took offense. But the crinoline tucied
up in this manner would oder & very ungainly
aud uncomely shupe; therefore it was allowed
10 hane down a8 it 18; apd fer reasons, mostly
ol couvenience and economy, the sgo-called Vie
torin or Bulmoral petticoats, mstead of white
ones, ave generally worn, and in bad weather
ouly the robe is Lucked up,

Our pantaloons which are now in general use,
ke the female garmeuts modified trom the
tunica, date slso from that sagitated ana memo-
rable revolutionary perlod which began at the
end ol the last eentury., Formerly it wis the

neral custom jor trowsers to descend into top-

pote, sud when, therelore, during the revolu-
tionary times, hali boots or bootees became
fushionable, the trowsers had to be lengthened so
a8 to reach down to them, Thus they had already
arrived at the middie between the knee and
ankle: they wanted nothing but one pull more
1o-desoend to the feet.  And this pull took pluce
in 1794, under Robespierre—the pantaloons were
born. 1t s & strange irony that their origimators
were the very same who, ouly & short time
before, had denc unced all kinds of breeches as

useless, and for that reason had beer nicknamed
“sans owolles,”

In the splendid) y ilustrated work of Kretsch-
mar Rohrbach, “The Customs of all Nations,"
the strange coincidence was for the first time
yemarked that these enthugiastic admirers of
naked legs had bocome the inventor of the long
pantiloons, which were unknown both to the
middle Ages and o sotiquity, and reealled
the nations of Asia Minor and the Beyths, At
first the now fashion was adopied Ilr the “In-
crovaotes,” buta ittle later it found imitators also
in Gormany. The most exnggerated smong the
heroes of lashion wore them very large, the
more moderate rather tight. The stull was
asunlly Napking. When, in 1797, the incredible
fact oceurred that Kt? Frederiok Willlam the
Third, of Prussia, one day walked about in long

anis in the watering place ol Pyrmont, the

hionsble and noble world loit allogether the
little wit that had been lelt to them, apd began
also to move shout with their lege o long pan-
taloons. The spell was broken; the stockings
digappeared, aud were not seen 2.

The mwode of the dress-cont dates from the
year 1770: the jacket then disappesred nnd was
Teplaced by the waistcont, » half jaoker, The
dress coat, the gala dress of the fret French

festive ovoistons, such as balls, visits of conde.
wwner, nupitsls, snd baplismse. At oourt esti
vilg it Is frmpossible to appear without i, exoopt
those who wear uniforms, It reoeived & little
shoek from the Prassinn myliters tunic which
wus adopted in the year 1846, nod s6on found
its way into other anuies also; this is perhaps
the beginvning of the eénd of the dress-coat,
The fina]l defoal both of the srove-pipe hat and
ot the dressooul in thelr strugel: apainst the
small felt hat nud the frock coat cannot be
doubtiul,

The stiff black erlinder hat bad 6 origin in
America, and was but a modificasion ol the
'uritan or Quaker hat, which, i consequence
ol the sympathy which then reigned in Europe
with the war of independence o1 the American
colomies, came rapidly loto (ashion with all
liberal parties. The Freoch Jacobins wlso
ndopted iy, and, a2 a politioal mark ol distine-
tion of republioanism, It was in many places
pergecuted by the police by all the means at s
disposition, *It is evident,” thues it was sald,
“that the round hat protects and assists him
who wants to esospe from the eyes of others;
n man of refinemont will therefore take care not
to make himselr suspicious by wearing it, This
hat is nothing but a means for reprobate and
vicloms people 10 hide themselvos,"

Strange to eay, this Is the yery sume black
hat which we wear today, and which during
the Isst ten or twenty vears persecuied, as
legitimate ruloer, its wdversary, the low, small,
grey or brown felt hut, as & Carbonaro or a
Democrat, Sixty years aeo there was then the
asme relution between the threc-cornered hat
and the cylindric bhst, to such & point that an
Epgivhman who wanted to luquire as to the
political sentiments of Germany, travelled for
the purpos¢ of looking at the form of the hats,
und fioplly planoed a map, In which the state
o! revolutiopary or monarchieal opimons was
marked socordineg 1o the lorm o! the hats worn.
At pregent toe rmall Tow telt hat bas already
tor seversl years ll'l.-'nd-.i 1A Status ol mart \-rllnm;
it politieal signiticance is lost, and it 12 now
fighting under various lorms ils
battle against the eviindric hat,

The temsle head-diess (ollowed the epposite
road Lo that of the female dress, The restoration
ol the Bourbons bad relotroduced some of toe
formidable rorms of the times just preceding the
French Revolution, These huts endeavored for
awhile to swim agsiust the current, but from
year to year the colossal brim was gradaslly
lessened, nod at last it disappeared entirely;
what was left of the hat rr-roih-«ll more and more
from the forehead, until it became a mere
protector of the neck. As things then stood, o
resction wins necesssry, and tbe old hat not
being disposea to rejuvenate itsell by adopting
A new form, there suddenly arose in the *‘last
atterupt’ an ndversary whieh, with its different
varintions, wages acalnst the former o wir w0
the dedin
